which are closed for a three year 
period. 


The whole bituminous coal industry 


is in a chaotic condition and no stabil- 
ity will come to it until some form of 
regulation controls it. If the oper- 
ators are not able to adjust the dif- 
ficulties themselves, and they do not 
seem to be able to do so, then these 
people whose interests are dependent 
on the coal business, should appeal to 
Congress for the necessary regulatory 
laws that will make the coal industry 
btable and servicable.

Dr. Morris Fishbem of the 
Journ'al of the American Medical Association furnishes a pretty 
good explanation. 


Alcohol, he says, is not a "stimulant", as is" commonly sup- 


posed. 


"The pharmacologists—drug experts—have now quite 


i 
definitely agreed that the effect of alcohol on the body ac- 
tivities is that of a depressant, and there have now become 
avr ilable reports of scientific studies which prove that its 
effects on the mind and on the working power of the body 
are not beneficial." It dulls mind and body instead of en- 
livening them. 
' Investigators in England and America have found that al- 


cohol always impairs precision, delicacy and alertness of mus- 
cular action, and the more delicate an operation, the smaller the 
dose needed to produce a disturbance. "The whole picture is 
one of decreased human efficiency." Accuracy is impaired more 
than speed. 


Why, then, the common belief that an alcoholic drink spu^s 
: on physical and mental action? For a strange reason. There 


is a conflict between body and mind, between actual perform- 
ance and performance as the drinker sees it. 


"As Lord D'Abernon of the British commission has 


pointed out, alcohol gives the drinker the impression that 
he his performed the job with unusual facility and success, 
whereas impartial and objective examination of the per- 
formance shows that both accuracy and regularity of the 
work are substandard." 


In other words, alcohol gives the drinker "noble11 ideas" 


about himself and his work, and betrays him. Which reminds 
us of the old warning of "Solomon, "Wine is a mocker." The 
only stimulating result of alcohol, Dr. Fishbein concludes, is "a 
stimulation of satisfaction."
